CUTTING GORN 
GRGF Iii COUNTY 


Various Poi (ions af the Comity Give 
Entirely Different Reports Re­ 
garding this Tear’s Crop. 
Some 
Good Crops. 


All over Adams County the farmers 
are now busy cutting their corn crop 
and from different sections come vast­ 
ly different reports as to the size and 
quality of the yield. 
As a general rule at this time of the 
year corn hasbeen cut for several J w< eks 
but the drought retarded 
its growth 
seriously and in many places almost 
ruined it entirely. Conversations with 
farmers living in different part* of 
the county reveal interesting condi­ 
tions. 
One residing near New Chester said ; 
“ I find my corn crop is going to ex­ 
ceed that of last year despite all this 
talk about the short yield. 
My men 
are busy cutting now and expect to 
finish by the end of the week. 
We 
are very much pleased and have no 
cause to complain.” 
Another well known farmer resid­ 
ing near Two Taverns said: “ I will 
scarcely have any corn crop at all this 
year. 
The stalks are small and the 
ears not matured 
My crop is almost 
an entire failure.” 
‘ The corn crop in the immediate 
vicinity of Gettysburg,” said another 
farmer, “ will be better than in most 
of the sections of the county. 
This is 
due to the fact that several local show­ 
ers passed over this section at the 
time when they were most needed 
while other i»arts of the county got 
no rain at all I expect to have a better 
yield from the same amount of land 
than last year.” 
This is a busy time all over the 
county now. 
Seeding, corn cutting 
and cider making are occupying the 
greater part of the attention of the 
ruralite* 
The Fall crop of surpri*»e 
parties is beginning to mature as will 
be seen by the nutnlier appearing in 
these columns, and after the day’s 
work is over the farmers ami their 
families are spending many pleasant 
evenings w ith friends and neighbors.

MISSIONARY SHIP LOST 


Rev. T. Walkup Dies After Drifting 
Twenty-One Days In Opsn Boat. 
Victoria, B. C., Sept. 24.—The steam 
ship Aorangi, from Australia, which 
docked here, brought word of the 
American missionary yacht, the Hiram 
Bingham, and the death of the Rev. 
T. W alkup, a missionary from Boston. 
The yacht em ptied 
in 
a sudden 
tropic squall seventy miles north of 
the Gilbert Islands 
in the pacific 
ocean, midway between Hawaii and 
Australia. 
With Rev. Dr. W alkup were eight 
Carolina islanders, as sailors, and a 
native child. The ship's company clung 
to the riggings while the native sail­ 
ors succeeded in releasing a rowboat 
from the wreckage. A couple of oars 
were recovered and all clambered into 
the boat, abandoning the schooner. 
For twenty-one days the castaways 
drifted at the mercy of the wind and 
waves. 
Before leaving the wreck fif­ 
teen cocoanuts were picked ap, this 
being all the food for nine adults and 
one child for three weeks. Rain squalls 
prevailed and the m issionary caught 
(he fresh w ater in hl6 oilskins and 
served rations on the cocoanut shells. 
The castaways fell 
111 
and some 
went mad. Sharks la large numbers 
followed the boat. On May B6 land was 
sighted 
and islanders 
assisted the 
castaways to land on Sidon island. 
Mr. W alkup died soon aftsr and was 
buried on the beech. His wife and fam­ 
ily returned to America Just before the 
fatal voyage began.

Montrose, Colo., Sept. 24.—President 
Taft passed a day on the w estern slope 
of the Rocky m ountains and amid a 
succession of scenes typical of the 
great western country. In many re­ 
spects this day was one of the moet 
interesting he has had since leaving 
Boston. 
Mr. Taft stood on the brink of the 
deepest irrigation ditch in all the wee! 
and far out in the foot hills, with not a 
settlem ent in sight, made the electrical 
connection which started a flaw of 
w ater through the Gunnison 
tunnel 
that will reclaim 140,000 acres of arid 
land. 
It was the setting in operation 
of the greatest irrigation project the 
United States governm ent ever has 
undertaken, and the opening was made 
the occasion of a Joyous celebration 
throughout 
the 
valley 
of 
Uncom 
pahgre. 
Saw Race of Cow Girls. 
Before 
traveling out to the west 
portal of the tunnel on a little narrow 
gauge train, the president visited the 
Montrose county fa r, and after some 
formal speechmaking, In which he and 
the mayor and governor and several 
others participated, he was given a 
real touch of western life—a relay race 
of cow girls. The race was arranged 
especially in honor of the president 
and was a novel and exciting affair. A 
girl of sixteen was matched against 
two older riders and, carrying the sym­ 
pathy of the crowd with her from the 
start, won the two and a half mile 
race with three changes of horses, by 
almost a quarter of a mile. The little 
girl. 
Miss Bertha Elsie Hull, wore 
knickerbockers, while the two older 
riders wore undivided skirts. All three 
of the riders were presented to the 
president, who climbed into the judges’ 
stand on the fair grounds track to wit­ 
ness the race. 
Saw Effect of Irrigation. 
During his travels the president had 
ample opportunity to study th® effect 
of irrigation. For a long tim e his train 
would run through stretches of coun­ 
try where as far as the eye could 
reach the only vegetation in sight con­ 
sisted of a few greasewood bushes or 
sage brush. Then out of a rocky canon 
the train suddenly would rush upon a 
veritable oasis, where waving green 
fields of alfalfa and miles of orcharas 
with trees laden with fruit told of the 
miracle wrought by the touch of water. 
At Grand Junction and here at Mon­ 
trose the president visited the fruit ex­ 
alts of the county fairs and was told 
tne almost unbelievable story of the 
reason's yield.

Crowded in the 
great ballroom of the W aldorf Astoria 
blasted the Brooklyn explorer and lis- 
| tened attentively to his recital in the 
j form of an after dinner address. 
Among those at the tables were ex- 
! plorers. some of whom know the dan- 
, gers and suffering of the Arctic zone 
1 alm ost as well as Dr. Cook himself 
Men of science were there also, but 
| the explorer addressed himself prim ar­ 
ily to the great m ajority of his hear- 
I ers, whose interest in polar conquest 
has but lately been aroused by the 
clam or of the world over the tw o re ­ 
ported achievements. The address was 
not technical. 
He expressed thanks 
for the honor accorded him, reviewed 
the history of man s endeavor to attain 
the pole, paid tribute to the loyalty of 
John R. Bradley, whose money enabled 
him to undertake th e expedition, and 
answered briefly a few charges that 
have been made against him, and re­ 
iterated that he unfurled the flag at 
the North Pole on April 21, 1908. Com­ 
m ander P eary ’s name he did not men­ 
tion except at the end of his speech, 
w’hen he said: 
“There 
is 
glory enough 
for all.” 
Then it was that P eary ’s nam e m in­ 
gled with those of o th er explorers to 
whom he referred with reverence. 
Dr. Cook appealed to his h earers to 
accept his narrative of his journey to 
the pole as he has seen fit to give It 
so far. 
“It is as complete as the pre­ 
liminary reports of any previous ex­ 
plorer,” he said. “ Heretofore such evi­ 
dence has been taken with faith and 
the complete record was not expected 
to appear for years.” 
Dr. Cook entered the hall on the arm 
of Rear Admiral Schley. He did not 
pause to greet old friends or to meet 
new ones, but walked direct to bls 
seat, while the guests cheered wildly. 
Their plaudits the explorer answered 
merely with a smile. 
He seated himself beneath the blue 
flag of the Arctic club, w ith .Rear Ad­ 
miral Echley on his right and Caral 
Moitke, the Danish minister, on the 
left. 
Roar Admiral Schley occupied 
one seat of honor as toastm aster, pres­ 
ident of the Arctic club, and himself 
an Arctic hero, having guided the re­ 
lief expedition to the 111 fated Greeley 
party, w’hile the Danish m inister occu­ 
pied the oth er in view of his nation’s 
first reception of the explorer. 
Mrs. Cook did not attend the ban­ 
quet proper, but occupied a balcony 
box.

IN MAN’S STOMACH 


Autopsy Revealed Can Opener, 


Pins, Nails, Etc. 


Philadelphia. Sept. 24.— Suffering for 
a long time with a malady th at the 
physicians could not define, an autop­ 
sy performed upon a patient who died 
at the Philadelphia hospital disclosed 
on<» of the most rem arkable cases on 
record. 
In his stom ach was found a collec­ 
tion of hardw are that ranged from a 
pin to a can opener. 
The case was the subject of a re ­ 
port made to the Pathological Society 
of Philadelphia. The < ase was report­ 
ed by Dr. E. A. Case, who performed 
the autopsy, and Dr. W. W. Hawke, 
resident physician of the insane de 
partm ent at the Philadelphia hospital. 
According to their report, the man 
with the ostrich stomach was an elec­ 
trician and was committed to their 
care because of erratic behavior. While 
In th e insane ward he suffered from a 
distended abdomen and he was taken 
to the surgical ward, where an oper­ 
ation was performed. Because of the 
man s condition it was impossible to 
explode the stomach. He died soon a f­ 
terw ard. 
At the autopsy these articles were 
found In the stom ach and lnteetines: 
One large safety pin, one hairpin, a 
darning needle, small pencil stub, ten 
wire nails, six small safety pins, one 
can opener, ene trunk key, several 
links of an iron chain, some small wire 
pins and a collection of small pebbles 
and buttons.

Those orchardists who ere receiving 
the target returns quite generally fol­ 
low the practice of hand thinning the 
fruit on overloaded trees. 
This not 
only relieves the heavy pull ou trees 
which set too heavily, but insures a 
larger and more uniform size and bet­ 
ter quality of fruit 
This thinning, 
which is done when the apples are 
about an inch through, makes possi 
hie the elimination of dwarfed and 
defective fruit and reduces the work 
of picking by just so much at harvest 
time. 
In the thinning process no care 
is required in the handling of the ap­ 
ples, and the work can be done rapidly. 


One of the chief reasons for the in­ 
creased wealth of the Danes is the 
fact that they have increased the av­ 
erage yearly production of butter fat 
in their dairy herds from 112 to 224 
pounds per cow in the comparatively 
short period of twenty-three years. In 
this i>eriod the people have advanced 
from virtual bankruptcy to affluence. 
What Is needed In the United States 
more than anything else is a cam­ 
paign which will put the average but­ 
ter yield of the dairy cows from 150 
to 300 pounds. 
Could such a thing be 
brought about agricultural and eco­ 
nomic conditions would be revolution­ 
ized.
